We have the honour to submit to yoiu* Excellency the Thirtieth Imtiiouvo. 
Report on the Lunacy Department of the Public Service in T0RY * 
Ireland, during the year 1SSO. 

The subject of insanity in its various bearings has for so many 
consecutive years been brought under the notice of the Executive, 
and details connected therewith so largely commented on by us 
in annual Parliamentary documents, tliat on the present occasion, 
so as to avoid repetitions, wo shall mainly confine our observations 
to the statistics of the past twelvemonth. If the successful 
operation of public institutions such as those coming within our 
immediate jurisdiction be judged of by results, we apprehend that 
the district asylums of this country will be found, without any 
invidious reference even to the best conducted elsewhere, to stand General 
in a highly favourable position : the true tests being : — Deductions. 

1. The number of cures effected in them within a definite 

time. 

2. The number of cases of improvement justifying a discharge 

in the same period. 

3. An immunity from fatal accidents resulting from personal 

violence. 

4. Paucity of deaths, taking into account the character and 

physical combinations of mental diseases. 

5. Rarity of effectual escapes. 

6. The general maintenance of a moral tone by the staffs con- 

nected with these institutions. 

7. Last, and, perhaps, not least with ratepayers, an economy 

of expenditure combined with a rigid accuracy of accounts. 

Taking the preceding tests seriatim, it will be found on reference 
to tables minutely and carefully compiled, that the recoveries 
amounted, on first admissions, to 52 per cent., and on the ordinary 
number of patients under daily treatment to 11^ ; in both, the 
regult being alike satisfactory.

n eductions. 3. During the year no fatality occurred from personal assaults 
among the patients, although they included, between both sexes, 
1,270 individuals who were committed .011 magisterial warrants’ 
and depositions as being dangerously insane. 

4. The mortality in Irish district asylums for a series of years 
has on the whole been bolow the general average in like estab- 
lishments. In 1878 it was, however, 8f, or li per cent, greaterthan 
previously ; in 1S80 it fell to nearly 7J, the deaths being S04 on 
10,800 under treatment. Three of these, referable to suicide by 
patients unsuspected of any tendency to self-destruction, re- 
sulted from a sudden impulse which no prescience can obviate, 
or, from what is practically equivalent, a deeply-concealed in- 
tention awaiting only sonic unforeseen opportunity to effect its 
object ; facts which, attested to on inquests, exonerated the 
attendants from blame. 

5. The recorded escapes during the twelvemonth, all males, 
were limited to six. 

6. No legal proceedings had to be taken against any of the 
attendants for cruelty, violence, or other criminal acts ; some few, 
however, were dismissed for minor offences, or inattention to 
the safe charge of those committed to their care. 

Expenditure. With reference to the expenditure for 1S80 in the current main- 
tenance of district asylums, constituting a total of £108,141 (is., 
we are not prepared to vouch for its accuracy in all its details, 
inasmuch as each separate account has not been as yet formally 
verified ; the annual fiscal visits of examination under the 
31 & 32 Vic., cap. 07, not commencing, at the earliest, before the 
month of April, while many of them must bo deferred to a 
much later date in consequence of a pressuro of other business on 
the Government auditors. 

Hence, on the present occasion we can only deal with the 
audit of 1870, as in our last Parliamentary report we did with 
that of 1878, Of the entire sum now under review, namely, 
£199,134 0s. 2 $cZ,, £84,810 8a. Ocl. was obtained as a grant 
through the “ Treasury rate in aid” ; thus leaving a payment 
to be met by local taxation of £114,323 12g. H^d., equivalent 
to a penny three farthings in the pound. 

It is gratifying to state that the result of the audit in question, 
as indeed of anterior ones since the passing of the Act above 
adverted to, was highly satisfactory, as reported to us by the 
scrupulous officials employed thereon. It may be said there were 
no actual disallowances, though queries, for the most part easy of 
explanation, were submitted, and. answered by us with the ap- 
proval of the Executive. The capitation cost of maintenance 
in 1879, and in which all items of outlay are included save those 
incidental to the department of the Commissioners of Control, 
such as buildings and the purchase of land, was £23 5s. id., 
as against £24 12s, lOtJ. in the preceding audit of 1878, shoeing 
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a diminution of £1 7s. Gd. per head, equivalent in round number's lanwuijc- 
to £11,000 on the taxable property of Ireland. T0IiT - 

Though the accounts of 1880 are not as yet thoroughly Expe^itim. 
investigated, we venture to anticipate, from information ob- 
tained through monthly official returns from each lunatic institu- 
tion, and from the contracts approved of by us, that, as heretofore, • 
they will be found accurate, and shew a certain capitation 
decrease. This progressive diminution in the current cost of 
district asylums, observable for some few years, becomes the 
more agreeable in that it has not interfered with a more liberal 
scale of dietary, or with increased facilities for occupation and 
amusement. 

As regards the domestic arrangements of Irish district asylums, 
one with another, they are no doubt inferior to those in the sister 
country, where external comforts are more noticeable, better 
furniture, and more home-like appointments; but hearing in 
view the antecedents of the insane inmates, and their previous 
habits of life, they are, on the whole, relatively speaking, more 
favourably circumstanced in our institutions. The transition 
from poverty, and in many instances consequent neglect, is more 
marked when the change is succeeded by an attention to reasonable 
and benevolent requirements. 

In most asylums the scale of wages had been too low for the 
duties imposed on attendants ; but an improvement is gradually 
taking place whereby the employment of competent servants, 
not alone beneficial to the patients but economical in its action, 
will be secured. 

On the 31st December, 1879, the insane, under our jurisdiction, Statistical 
12,819, were located as follows : — Summary.

At a like date in 1880, there was an increase of 177 in district 
asylums, the number being 8,667 ; but inasmuch as the deaths 
were fewer in the preceding year by 144, the difference, taking 
this diminished scale of mortality into calculation, would be 
reduced to 33. . At Dundrum there was a diminution by 7 
inmates, in Palmerston House by 2, and in private asylums by 
8 ; while in poor-honses, the receptacles, as a rule, of hopeless 
and senile cases of lunacy, as well as of imbecile epileptics and 
idiots, there was an increase of 82. From the foregoing it would 
appear that the total of all classes and denominations of the 
accommodated insane, at the commencement of the present year, 
amounted, as already stated, to 13,051, being 232 more than that 
of the preceding. 

The admissions into district asylums in 1880 of acute cases, or Admissions, 
cases of first attack, were 1,925, as against 1,955 in 1879 ; and of 
relapses in the same period 441, being 3 more than in the former 
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Intkodcc- year; so that under both categories there were actually admitted 
T01iT ' 27 less in 1880. 

Of the aggregate just referred to, as having been received and 
placed under treatment, it appears that 118 were admitted at 
monthlyboard meetings; SlObyrcsidentpliysieians as urgentcases ; 
103 by warrants of the Lord Lieutenant ; 1,270 through magisterial 
committals under the 30 & 31 Yie., cap. 11S; and 31 only as paying 
patients, by sanction of the Inspectors — a smaller number than 
heretofore, though a recent Commission calculated, contrary to 
our opinion, on a very different result. 

Discharges. With reference to discharges, the recovered, between both sexes, 
amounted to 1,001, being merely three less than in 1879 ; but the 
improved — 302 — were 57 in excess. The incurable taken home, 
and for the most part by relatives, wore only 72, as against 108 in 
■ the year before — a diminution, no doubt, caused by the depression 
of the times and restricted means of domestic support during 
the past twelve months. 

Classification. Classified in regard to their mental indications, of the entire 
number of patients under treatment at the close of the year, namely 
— 8,667 — 4,6S5 being males, and 3,982 females — the actually con- 
valescent were estimated at 391, the quiet and orderly, progres- 
sively improving, and as a rule usefully occupied in and out of 
doors, at 4,261 ; the moderately tranquil at 2,107, and the noisy, 
dangerous, or refractory at 1,908. Included, however, in the 
three last mentioned classes, there were no less than 649 with 
suicidal propensities, and 552 whose malady was complicated 
with epilepsy. 

Social In reference to the social condition of district asylum inmates 

condition. at the close of last year, 1,955 were, or had been, married pre- 
vious to admission ; 6,849 were single, and 358 unascertained. 
Outlay on Deducting all items of outlay, viz,, £4,217 4s. 2 d., connected with 
tmid. the cultivation of farms (950 acres) attached to district asylums, 
and amounting to £4,217 4s. 2 cl, a profit of £6,318 10s. 5ci. was 
derived essentially through the unpaid labour of patients, being 
at an approximate rate of £5 13s. an acre. But if the surplus sum 
was calculated solely on the actual land under grass and tillage 
it would amount to £9 4s, 10ci., a fact strongly indicating the 
advantage of having large farms connected with institutions for 
the insane. But independent altogether of pecuniary advantages 
derivable from an extent of ground, others still more beneficial 
accrue to the inmates, male and female alike, from the means of 
constant employment thereby afforded, with a greater space for 
active exercise and open air occupations, two essential requisites 
in the treatment of lunacy. 

In the preceding summary we trust that sufficient information 
for general purposes has been supplied. The details from which 
it has been collected are fully given in Appendices that have been 
compiled with a strict regard to accuracy. 

Action of We will now advert to those district asylums which, in ac- 
Board of cordance with the provisions of the Act 17 & 18 Vic., have come 

Control. immediately within our province as Members of the Board of 

Control during the past year, principally in regard to enlarge- 
ments or structural alterations. 
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The total sum advanced through loans from the Treasury in I»thooui:- 
tliat period, amounted to £48,600, obtained from time to time on T0RY ' 
applications from the Commissioners of Control to the Lord Lieu- Treasury 
tenant in Council, to sanction the issue. Of this sum, £20,000 Advances, 
was allocated to the Armagh Asylum, in addition to a previous 
grant of £0,000, for the purpose of providing additional accom- 
modation for 100 patients, with various necessary improvements 
and requirements, including the erection of a chapel and a large 
recreation hall. To Ballinasloe, £10,000 for the purpose of pro- 
viding additional accommodation at the female -side, as well as 
for the erection of a detached chapel of suitable dimensions in 
the grounds. A sum of £8,000 was also advanced to the Clon- 
mel Board of Governors, for increased accommodation ; £3,500 to 
the Cork Governors, to finish works already in progress ; and a 
like amount to the Kilkenny Board to meet further wants of the 
district; £800 to the Richmond for alterations and improvements 
— the balance being divided in smaller loans between the 
Limerick, Mullingar, Waterford, Monaghan, and Letterkenny 
institutions. 

As the ultimate decision of the Executive is still unpronounced Derry 
in regard to the abandonment of the present Londonderry Asylum 
District Asylum, long recommended by the Inspectors, it being in 
their opinion quite unsuited to its purpose, from position, peculiar 
structural deficiencies, and the very restricted quantity of land 
on which it is built — points, however, on which the local 
governors dissent from their views and those of the Board of 
Control — we omit any further reference to the subject. 

POORHOUSES. 

On the 1st of January, 1881, there were in the workhouses of poorhohsei. 
this country — 163 in number — 3,573 persons more or less mentally — - 

affected, being 82 more than at the same date in 1SS0. During 1CS ' 
the year, 160 were transferred to asylums as violent or acute cases, 
and likely to benefit thereby. In the above total (3,573) we 
apprehend that the great majority of our demented poor is 
included, for inasmuch as wandering lunatics or destitute imbe- 
ciles and epileptics are directly removeablo to pool'll ouses by the 
relieving officers of unions in which they may be discovered, and 
also in certain instances by the Constabulary, it is but reasonable 
to infer that, during the protracted severity of the weather in the 
past seasons, and the destitution so prevalent throughout the coum- 
try, most of the unhappy individuals referred to found their way 
into these institutions. As the result of local inquiries often made 
by us on our visits of inspection throughout the Provinces, we 
believe such to be the case. 

In England, no doubt, a more satisfactory system has pre- English 
vailed in respect to the prompt location of the neglected s T 8teln ' 
insane, referable to the faot that in proportion not only to 
the extent of the two countries — twenty-one million of 
acreage here against thirty-three there — but also to the 
facilities of conveyance respectively in either, the number of 
receptacles, be they county or borough asylums and poorhouses, or 
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Pooeiioubes. private licensed institutions dotted over the face of England, being 
— relatively three times greater than with us. Hence, an impor- 
tant element for consideration presents itself with reference to 
the proposed assimilation of the Lunacy laws of the two countries, 
in the absence of a similar machinery to cany them out with a 
like ease, efficiency, and benefit in Ireland. 

As a rule, each shire in England has a special asylum ; some of 
the larger and more populous possessing from two to four ; the 
same may be said of boroughs and cities, while licensed houses 
and unions avepf easy access in every district. Exclusive of 580 
ordinary poorhouses, harbouring ono year with another about 
12,000 demented persons, there are fully 100 special institutions 
receiving lunatics of the humbler or pauper classes in the sister 
country. Here, the very largest county (Cork) with its chief 
town, has but a single asylum, while no city or borough can claim 
one to itself. In fact for thirty-two counties there are but twenty- 
two district establishments for the insane in Ireland. 

Proposed The Act 30 & 31 Vic., cap. 118, authorizes two magistrates, on 

Assimilation, depositions sworn before them, but in the presence of the alleged 
lunatic, after being examined by a medical man, and on his 
certificate, to send the party as being dangerous to a district asylum. 
Now it has frequently happened that the supposed patient was 
not insane, although he might have travelled under a police escort 
some seventy or eighty miles to the institution, at no inconsider- 
able expense to the rate-payers, and loss of time to the Con- 
stabulary. A similar disappointment or inconvenience could not 
occur to the same extent in England, where, apart from other 
considerations, the distance to be travelled would be small if the 
party was found not to be a suitable object for detention. As 
meditated by the proposed Bill, any medical practitioner or 
apothecary, experienced or otherwise in mental disease, could 
on his own certificate not only have an assumed case of acute 
insanity, but a congenital idiot or weak minded epileptic, who 
with a little care, might be well treated in an ordinary Work- 
house at half the cost, transmitted, for example, from the extreme 
point of one county to an asylum at the end of another ; even in 
regard to Cork, which has an institution to itself, involving, it 
might be, a journey of over 100 miles. The direct tendency of 
such a power would be not only to fill hospitals for the insane with 
unpromising cases at a considerable increase of expenditure, but 
to the exclusion of others more urgent or more hopeful. 

With reference to the introduction into the proposed bill of a 
clause from the English Act, which permits the boarding out of 
lunatics in private families, apart altogether from any intrinsic 
difficulties or domestic objections, to which latter it is obviously 
liable, it becomes questionable whether a like system would be 
judicious or opportune in the present social condition of this 
country. 

To legislate in the first instance may be simple enough, but in 
the absence of correct data, and of suitable facilities to carry 
out a law satisfactorily, it is likely to become a dead letter. 
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Kegarding the mentally affected in poorhouses, from the returns Poorhodsbs. 
officially supplied us by the Local Government Board, 1,875 — 

may be enumerated as idiotic or imbecile epileptics— 827 males, 
and 1,048 females, the groat majority of them long residents, 
some for fully thirty years ; 1,608 are given under the heading 
of demented or epileptic, G22 males, 1,07(1 females, in like manner 
hopeless cases, and for the most part advanced in life ; — many, too, 
bed-ridden from age or physical debility. 

So far as the restricted accommodation in workhouses admits of. Workhouse 
on the whole the insane are liberally treated. Their food, as a 
rule, continues to be good and sufficient ; they are comfortably pro- 
vided for in regard to bedding and weaving apparel, while require- 
ments deemed necessary by the visiting physicians are fairly 
supplied by boards of guardians. 

We must also notice a willingness on the part of the latter to improvements, 
adopt our suggestions. At the Cork aud Belfast workhouses, pre- 
parations are now in progress to increase the lunatic accommoda- 
tion, not only within doors to a considerable extent, but also to 
enlarge the grounds for exercise and employment. The insane 
inmates between both now amount to four hundred and thirty-six. 

In closing our observations on the present portion of this report, 
it is satisfactory to observe that the paucity, or perhaps more 
correctly speaking, the absence of recoveries in poorhouses among 
the mentally affected, is in some measure counterbalanced by an 
average mortality certainly not over that of their ordinary inmates.

Asylum. 

The general state of the Dundrum or Criminal Asylum during — — 

the last, as in preceding years, has been satisfactory. Entrusted to 
our administration in every detail, it would be out of place for us 
to comment on its management, further than to observe, that in no 
point has intervention been deemed necessary by the Executive, 
which at all times h as been kept fully acquainted with its domestic 
organisation. A disadvantage incidental, as a rule, to ordinary 
institutions for the insane, namely, that ill the lapse of time they 
become overcrowded beyond their normal condition, has been, 
perhaps, more noticeable at Dundrum than elsewhere. The 
number of admissions naturally exceeds that of the discharges — 
whether cured or improved — as also of those who die under 
confinement ; whereas, in a criminal asylum, recovery does not 
necessarily imply liberation. At the present moment, for example, 
there are under treatment there 18 individuals mentally unaffected, 
independent of a few others, on whose actual state of mind it is 
difficult to pronounce, as they are open to the imputation of mal- 
' ingering. 

The legitimate provision at Dundrum comprised 170 beds. 

But as for some months in 1880 there was an excess of 16 prisoners 
in the house, the question, how best to obviate the growing 
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The CkKtiull pressure became urgent. Apparently, it should be through 
Asylum, structural additions, involving, one way or another, an expen- 

Overcrowding. diture of many thousands, besides a considerable annual increase 
in the cost of personal maintenance for a larger community. 
Analysing the history of the cases then in the asylum (many of 
which had been under treatment in it from ten to thirty years), 
and inquiring into their conduct, and the character of their 
symptoms, we came to the conclusion that a portion might be 
fairly and safely removed to their native district institutions, and 
in strict accordance with the discretionary powers vested in 
the Lord Lieutenant. We consequently submitted our views to 
this effect, which were approved of by the Executive ; it being 
understood, that duo arrangements would be made by the In- 
spectors to carry them into execution. We limited our selection 
for transference to aged and inoffensive patients acquitted on 
indictment as insane, and who, save in instances of puerperal 
mania, had not been charged with homicide. By this arrange- 
ment, which has worked successfully, giving no local dissatis- 
faction, we anticipate that a fair provision for all necessary 
requirements will be maintained. 


There are, however, some alterations and minor additions, 
under any circumstances, much needed at the Dundnun Asylum. 
The present Dining-liall is far too small, and should be increased 
by adding the adjoining kitchen to it, and erecting in place of the 
latter a new and commodious one in a more backward position. 
Some additional colls for violent cases would also be advisable. 

New apartments for the Head Attendant should be provided, 
as a substitute for those he was deprived of, owing to a pressure 
of patients for admission. 

We also think that a large Bathroom, now that a full and 
continuous supply of water is about to be obtained, should be 
constructed. 

The admissions to Dundrum during the year amounted to 21 ; 
the discharges, as recovered, to 6; as incurable, to 18. Six 
patients died, all from natural causes. One man escaped, charged 
with a serious assault. He had been acquitted on the plea of 
insanity, of which, during a subsequent detention of nearly three 
years, he exhibited no symptom; there thus remained on the 31st 
January last, 140 males, and 137 females under treatment. 

Of the foregoing 177 inmates, the illiterate constitute nearly 
two-thirds ; the married and widowed amount to 43; the single to 
134; a remarkable disparity — as the youngest in confinement is 
far advanced beyond puberty, being 26 years of age. No less than 
29 patients are over 72 ; 75 are homicides — 13 females and 62 
men ; while 59, all males, except 8, are charged with violent and 
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dangerous assaults or burglaries ; the difference in the aggregate The Central 
being composed principally of offenders who became insane after AsrLlrM ' 
conviction. 

It is gratifying to ns to be enabled to report, that looking to Conduct of 
the class of people now resident in the Dundrnm Asylum, and inraate3, 
whose antecedents in connexion with crime are naturally regarded 
by the public with aught but favourable sentiments, they are, 
os a body, amenable, and remarkably well conducted. Many are 
industriously occupied in and out of doors; and although no 
restriction is imposed beyond wliat is practised in ordinary 
.asylums, and the grounds arc comparatively open, but few 
attempts at escape have been made. 


Subjoined is the annual report of the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent, as directed by an Order in Council.

“ Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit to you my report on this 
asylum for the year ended 31st December, 1880, with the statistical 
tables for the same period, and along therewith the financial tables for 
the financial year ending 31st March 1881 ; these latter being of course 
subject to any alterations hereafter to be made under query from the 
Audit Office. 

“ These tables have been compiled at your request with a view of giving 
as far as possible a comparative statement of our expenditure here as 
against that of the Broadmoor Asylum ; but this it lias not been possible 
in all matters to carry out, in consequence of the sub- heads of our vote 
being different, and the details not being in all cases separated out in 
exactly the same manner as at Broadmoor. Neither do the financial 
tables submitted by mo take any account of the outlay provided for by 
the Board of Works, viz. : buildings, roadways, drains, fuel, light, and 
the greater part of the furniture, utensils, and bedding. 

“ The total expenditure for the financial year under the vote for the 
department amounted to £6770 3s. 9 d. showing a saving of £15 16/. 3d. 
on the entire vote of £6786, granted for the Asylum. 

“ The expenditure on the farm, has beon very heavy during the year, 
amounting to £605 9s. lid. Tins has been partly due to the fact that 
we were obliged to have recourse to stall feeding for our cows throughout 
the year, involving the constant purchase of grains and bran. . This was 
owing to our having broken up the greater portion of our grass for 
purposes of renewal. Further, a heavy expenditure occurred in the 
purchase of bay, amoiimting to. £52, about a week before the end of the 
iiuaucial year. The hay thus bought will last till summer, and hence, 
though necessarily charged to the last . financial year, it does not represent 
consumption actually taking place during its course. There was further 
an expenditure of £40 on implements for farm use. The value of the 
farm produce being calculated down, according to Treasury instructions, 
so as exactly to balance the outlay, it results that all the above expenditure 
appears in the. financial statement as being charged against the sub-head 
of victualling, which has consequently considerably exceeded the vote 
allocated to that; sub-head. ■ 
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The Cesteal * ‘ A large number of imbecile and harmless patients having been removed 

Asylum, to District Asylums during the post year under warrant of the Lord 

Lieutenant, in order to relieve the overcrowded state of this institution, 

the charge for escort and conveyance has also somewhat exceeded the 
amount allocated to that sub-head under the vote. Under all the other 
sub-heads a saving appears. 

“I am happy to be able to report that the health of the inmates of the 
asylum continues to be satisfactory. The deaths dining the past year 
amounted to six only, or a percentage of 3*3 on the daily average number 
of patients in the house, or of 2 ’9 on the total number resident during 
the year. Even this small proportion, which is considerably less than 
the death rate of Dublin, is yet iu excess of the average rate of the 
asylum, since this average taken for five years back shows a percentage 
of 2*6 on the average number resident as being the death rate of the 
institution during that period, or at the rate of 2C per 1000. 

“ The difficulties as to a supply of water so often reported on by me 
continue ; but I am glad to say there is an early prospect of their cessation, 
as I am informed that the Vartry mains will bo laid past our gate within 
a couple of months from this date, and I understand that the Board of 
Works purpose then to take measures for the distribution of the water 
to the premises. This will be of great importance as a matter of con- 
venience, but X am inclined to think that, with a view to maintain the 
high sanitary condition of the establishment, it will be desirable still to 
keep the subsoil dry by a constant use of our deep-well pumps. The 
water obtained from them, though very hard, is remarkably free from 
organic impurity. 

“ I have only further to report that the contract supplies for the past 
year have as a mle been satisfactory, and that the conduct of the staff 
has been generally good.

vlumsj Not only were the asylums licensed for the reception of private 

1 ’ patients, as well as those on a charitable foundation, numerically 

the same in 1880 as in the preceding year, but it may be added 
there was scarcely a variation in the number of their inmates — 
the difference being only eight, or 630 against 622, the diminu- 
tion being at the close of the last twelve months.

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Of the total discharged between males and females 70 were Private 
cases of recovery, and 46 of improvement ; the combined result Am,UMS 
under both heads contrasting most favourably with what 
obtained in the same period in district hospitals for the insane. 

While the mortality — 36 altogether — was forty per cent, lower 
on an analogous calculation iu favour of private establishments. 

We note these points in a spirit of fair play, as a prejudice exists 
in the opinion of many that patients in private establishments 
are too often neglected ; it would, however, appear not to be the 
case in a sanitary aspect. 

With the management generally of the institutions immediately 
under consideration, we have on the whole reason to be satisfied. 

Some belonging altogether to individual proprietors, and for the 
most part physicians, are very creditably conducted, and with a 
marked regard to the comfort and a due appreciation of the pre- 
vious social position of their occupants. 0 thers, without question, 
are much less favourably circumstanced ; kept for private profit 
it cannot be fairly expected that the owners should suffer 
when the stipends due for the care and residence of the insane 
located in them are not liberal, or even nominally remunerative, 
owing to arrears and deferred payments ; the ill consequences of 
which are more noticeable in the indifferent and scant clothing 
of the patients themselves than in any other way. 

Establishments such as Swift’s or St. Patrick’s Hospital, the 
Stewart Institution, Palmerston House, the Retreat belonging to 
the Society of Friends, but open to persons of all religious deno- 
minations, &c., and St. Vincent’s Asylum for females only, in like 
manner unrestricted, and superintended by a community of nuns, 
possess from liberal bequests and donations auxiliary means of 
support. 

Under the 14th rule of the Code passed in 1 S72 by the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council, paying patients with the sanction of the 
inspectors are admissible into district asylums, but little advan- 
tage has been taken of the privilege up to the present by the 
better classes, as the accommodation is almost identical for all 
the inmates. Hence as regards the number of lunatics in licensed 
houses, little or no variation has occurred. But though in 
Ireland some of these establishments may in various respects 
he inferior to others, it is gratifying to ns to be enabled to. observe 
that practical abuses are almost unknown in them. 

During the past year on our different visits of inspection, and 
they have been manifold to each, no tangible grievance or per- 
sonal cause of complaint has come officially under our cognizance. 

Indeed, when neglect is most observable it is on the part of 
families themselves to their afflicted relatives. 

Still we are far from a wish to have it inferred that improve- 
ments are not advisable in the domestic organization of private 
establishments for the insane, or that a new system analogous to 
one now in operation for some years in Scotland might not, to a

Peivatb certain extent, be beneficially adopted in Ireland, through a well 
Astuims. regulated combination of public and private Institutions for the 
mentally affected under the same local administration. 

With reference to a statute passed two sessions back, and from 
which much good was expected by its promoters — “ The Inebriate 
Bill”. — we are still unable to pronounce any opinion whatever 
on its merits ; not a single application having been made to us 
under its provisions by male or female for admission into 
hospital on the plea of a gratuitous self-imprisonment, however 
extensive the necessity and beneficial the contingent results.
